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On 20 May 1951 there was a meeting of the Sino-Soriet-Vietnamese Joint Supply 
Service Agency at the headquarters of the Kwanget Military District in Nanning. 
The Soviet representatives was a certain LO Chi (Hs & ): the Democratic Republic 


of Vietnam representative was WU Chen-wei (H% te he )ly and the Chinese Communist 
renresentative was CHEN Men-yran CPE SP PAS 2, The meeting was also attended 
by LI T '4en-yu (4, A, ), commander of the Ewangsi Military District; CHANG 
bean the Communist governor of Kwangsi; and MO Wenehua, the mayor of Nanning 
(85. % & ). 

The following immortant decisions were rade at the conference: 


a. The sea supply route from Kwangtung to Vietnam has become more aifficuit, 
and the cavacity of Yunnan highways is inadequate to handle the necessary 
shioments to Vietnam. ‘Therefore, the major burden of regvonaibility must 
fall unon Kwangat. 


). Practical and effective measures must be formulated scon to improve the 
nresent situation. The Lainin-Chennankuan branch railway must be made 
ready to hanile traffic, ani nreoared for future difficulties. Anti- 
Communist guerrilla forces must be wined out, and existing lines of 
cormunication within the vrovince maintained. Efforts mst alao be rade 
+o ascertain the exact shioping canacity within the ~rovince.
